BABY SIGNS

By the time children are

two years old, they typically

understand 300 to 500 spoken

words, but do not yet have the

physical ability to vocalize many of

those words. Baby Signs are simple gestures that allow
babies and toddlers to communicate basic needs,
minimizing frustration and even helping children talk
sooner. Teach your child's relatives, friends and other
caregivers your family's sign vocabulary so they can
also understand what your child is telling them!
Always say the word aloud as you make the sign.

BOOK - Open and close palms like a book.

MORE - Touch all five fingertips of both closed
hands together, meeting hands at midline.

ALL DONE - Both hands, with palms open, move as
if shaking off something.

STOP - Use side of dominant hand to hit open
palm of other hand.

“Green Means Go!”
(Move Baby's feet up and down to match the words;
Toddlers can march in place!)
Green means GO. Go, go, go!
Yellow means SLOW. Slow . ... slow..... slow.
Red means STOP! (Sign language STOP.)
